Montgomery, Ala. (UPI)— 


Alabama found itself squared 
away against the f e d e r a l 
government again Saturday, 
this time over the Health, 
Education and Welfare De- 
partment's (HEW) new de- 
segregation guidelines. 


Gov. George Wallace Fri- 


day «igned into state law a 
bill outlawing the guidelines 
and telling the government, 
in effect, to keep its hand out 
of public school affairs in 
Alabama. 
. The fiery governor called 
the new state law "freedom 
legislation . . . enacted in the 
interest of preserving the free 
doms and rights of pur peo 
pie to make the decisions to 
determine the destiny of their 
children." 
Wallace signed the measure 


and appointed the commission 
created by the bill to deal 
with federal officials over the 
guidelines l e s s than three 
h o u r s after the Alabama 
House gave fast final approval 
to the legislation by a 70-16 
vote 
Republican state attorney 


general candidate. Rep Don 
Collins, asked Rep. A l t o n 
Turner, who pushed the bill 
in the House, whether t h e 
legislature had the authority 
to nullify rules issued by a 
federal agency. 


"I'd say to you, Mr. Col- 


lins, we're damn sure going 
to try," Turner snapped 


Rep. Hugh Locke, a Demo- 


crat, 
shouted 
to 
critics, 


"LBJ can not buy the lUate 
funds." He called the b i l l , 
"the opening shot, the first 
salvo." in a federal-state bat- 
tle over control of schools. 


In addition to outlawing the 


guidelines in Alabama, t h e 
new law replaces $3.8-mil- 
lion of the more than ISO- 
million in federal education 
funds the -state might lose. 
The state can't afford more. 
It also nullifies all desegre- 
gation compliance f o r m s 
signed by local school boards.

Vietnam Friday, American 
pilots flew 96 missions, all 
concentrated in the southern 
panhandle as thunderstorms

In all, pilots said they dam- 


aged or destroyed 21 bridges,

T h i s Medicare prov ision, 
k n ow n in New York as 
“ medicaid,” is a broadened 
and improv ed v ersion of the

for a v ariety of health care 
programs. 
It specifically p e r m i t s 
states to set up federally -sub­ 
sidized health care programs 
for the medically indigent— 
those patients too poor to pay 
their doctor bills. 
The m ajor slip which Con ­ 
gress ov erlooked was the spec­ 
ification that the 
s t a t e s 
themselv es d etermin e who is 
med ically in d igen t. 
Con gress reeled when New 
York set eligibility requ ire­ 
men ts which wou ld perm it so 
man y person s to ben efit u n - 
| d er Med icaid that the fed eral 
share wou ld be in the n eigh­ 
borhood of a staggerin g $217 
million the first y ear. * 
Con gress 
ha d 
estimated 
that on ly $238 million wou ld 
be spen t u n d er Title 19 for 
the en tire Un ited States the 
first y ear. 
The main reason for the un­ 
ex pectedly 
enormous N e w 
York price tag was the state’s 
eligibility regulations. A fami­ 
ly of four with an income 
under $6,000 a y ear, for ex ­ 
ample, would be eligible for 
Medicaid help, a much more 
liberal requirement than Con­ 
gress env isioned. 
Nor d oes the Title 19 sec­ 
tion set limits on the total 
amou n t of fed eral aid a state 
may obtain u n d er it. Con se­ 
qu en tly , Mills’ committee is 
con sid erin g way s to limit cov ­ 
erage an d to prov id e a ceilin g 
for federal contributions.

Jn the coming years, an 
increasing proportion of 
the nation's gross prod- 
uct will go at a faster 
rate to health and edu- 
cation t h a n to other 
fields. 


It took the 
perceptiveness 


and bias of an educator to 
state it thus — a professor, 
Lawrence A. Hill of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 


And the prediction is extra 


meaningful to a metropolitan 
area such as Lincoln in which 
education and health are 
among the top five industries 
and industrial employers. 


The public wants in t h e 


health area are not to be de- 
nied. Satisfaction of t h e s e 
•wants have the potential of 


•laying non-government if the 
people now responsible for 
health care—the physicians, 
the hospitals, the paramedi- 
cal skills, the insurance pre- 
pay ers, the local planning 
agencies—realize the historic 
inevitability of this public de- 
sire and cooperate intelligent- 
ly together in meeting t h i s 
desire. 


For this voluntary, coopera- 


tive system of the past given 
Americans health care unex- 
celled any place in the world 
but still short of the optimum. 


Provision for still b e t t e r 


care requires better planning 
and organization for the pro- 
per b a l a n c e of facilities, 
equipment 
and manpower; 


better recruiting of personnel 
to the health areas, including 
better pay; better integration 
of preventative, public a n d 
curative medicine with gen- 
eral hospitals, extended and 
nursing care facilities under 
medical direction, home care, 
mental and rehabilitation fa- 
cilities. 


How to spread the load of 


financing and learning tech- 
niques to get governmental 
funds 
without 
government 


control will be a continual 
public policy debate for many 
years. 


Hill-Burton was an auspici- 


ous start. It has a 20-year 
background of federal financ- 
ing, probably 25% of the total 
cost of modern hospital con- 
struction without any taint of 
politics and without federal 
domination. 
Whether Medi- 


care is more or less auspici- 
ous a second step cannot be 
said at such an early date. 
But it can be said that Medi- 
care's impact will be signifi- 
cant if it will be paying 20 to 
40% of the average hospital's 
direct revenue from patient 
services. Obviously, Medicare 
is a Sputnik, a competitive 
spur to more and higher 
quality care. 


More state and local plan- 


ning of this partly federal fi- 
nanced care by Hill-Burton 
redesigning special categor- 
ies of federal grants to fit lo- 
cal needs is an obvious demo- 
cratic form of decentralize-

The city of Lincoln h a s 


asked the State Roads Dept. 
to extend its plans for rede- 
signing the U.S. 6-City 6 inter- 
section in northeast Lincoln. 


City officials met with two 


members of the State High- 
way Commission to ask for 
further improvements at the 
intersection of City 6 (Cotner 
Blvd.) 
and 
70th; U.S. 6 


(known as Cornhusker Hwy.) 
and 70th, and at 84th St. and 
U.S. 
6. 


Robert Holsinger, city traf- 


fic engineer, said the state 
plans will improve traffic 
flow and safety at the im- 
portant northeast Lincoln in- 
tersection. 


But plans should be made 


now, 
he said, for improve- 


ments at the other three lo- 
cations because of the pro- 
jected increase in traffic by 
1985. 


Holsinger asked the state to 


extend the proposed new City 
6 bypass further southwest to 
permit southbound traffic to 
move one-way to 70th St. 


Four Lanes 


This plan would permit one- 


way traffic in a northeasterly 
direction between the Cotner 
and Tiiurston St. intersection 
to the connection with U.S. 6. 


The original state plans, 


Holsinger noted, included ex- 
tending a four-lane road to 
Stanton St. within Lincoln. 


The plans were later revised 


to cut off the project at Cus- 
ter St. four blocks farther 
north. 


Holsinger also called t h e 


commission's 
attention 
to 


Lancaster County's plans to 
pave 84th St. next year be- 
tween U.S. 6 and 0 St. and 
plans to continue the paving 
south to State Hwy. 2 in the 
future. 


This new east-Lincoln by- 


pass, Holsinger said, will re- 
sult in more traffic on 84th, 
thus necessitating a plan for 
channelizing 
traffic 
at 
the 


Cornhusker-U S. 6 intersec- 
tion. 


Similar channelization im- 


provements, he said, also will 
be needed at the intersection 
of U.S. 6 and 70th St. 


The time to plan these im-

a faster 
rate to health and edu­ 
cation t h a n to other 
fields. 
It took the perceptiveness 
and bias of an educator to 
state it thus — a professor, 
Lawrence A. Hill of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. 
And the predictio n Is ex tra 
meaningful to a metro po litan 
area such as Linco ln In which 
educatio n 
and health 
a r e 
amo ng the to p fiv e industries 
and industrial emplo y ers. 
The public wants in t he 
health area are not to be de­ 
nied. Satisfaction of t h e s e 
wants have the potential of 


stay ing no n-go v ernment if the 
peo ple no w respo nsible fo r 
health care—the phy sicians, 
the ho spitals, the paramedi­ 
cal skills, the insurance pre- 
pay ers, 
the 
lo cal planning 
agencles—realize the histo ric 
inev itability o f this public de­ 
sire and co o perate intelligent­ 
ly to gether in m eeting t h i s 
dceslre.

This new east-Lincoln by­ 
pass, Holsinger said, will re­ 
sult in more traffic on 84th, 
thus necessitating a plan for 
channelizing

Similar channelization im­ 
provements, he said, also wili 
be needed at the intersection 
of U.S. 6 and 70th St. 
The tim e to plan these im­ 
provements, Holsinger said, 
is now rather than later. He 
said the city is willing to con­ 
tribute funds to the project, 
but did 
not 
specify 
any 
amount. 
Cost ‘$342,000’ 
As now designed, the im ­ 
provement project would cost 
an estim ated $342,000 in 50% 
state, 50% federal funds. 
Donald Coffey, roads de­ 
partm ent d e s i g n engineer, 
said the city improvements 
suggested “ are worth con­ 
sidering” but that the state 
alone does not have the mon­ 
ey to finance them. 
The only other individual 


appearing at the public hear­ 
ing was John Strobel, rep­ 
resenting the Burlington Rail­ 
road. He asked for a connec­ 
tion onto Fletcher Ave. to per­ 
mit the railroad access to its 
property in that vicinity. 
Commissioner Ralph Hanks 
of Lincoln, who conducted 
the hearing, said the commis­ 
sion will not act on the mat­ 
ter until all members have 
an opportunity to read the 
transcript of testimony pre­ 
sented at the hearing.

ments by 30%, the Johnson administration 
has left the impression that it is doing farm- 
ers a big favor.

farmer m i g h t not get the full govern- 
ment price guarantee on the extra pro- 
duction.

Robert Denney, Republican candidate for 


Congress in Nebraska's First District, h a s 
raised this possibility. He charged: 


"The administration has failed to tell the 


farmer that if a surplus should result there 
are no wheat certificates available on t h e 
extra acreage and the farmer would be re- 
quired to depend upon the $1.25 support price 
which is less than one-half of parity. T h i s 
definitely could happen." 


The wheat certificates that Denney men- 


tions are available at present to farmers who 
comply with their acreage allotments and 
can be cashed in for around $1.30 a bushel. 
Added to the basic support price of $1.25 this 
brings his return to something over $2.50 a 
bushel. 


If, under certain circumstances, the 


certificates would not be available for 
the wheat raised on the additional acres, 
as Denney suggests, the return on this 
extra production woutf 
be only about 


half the total price he now is getting.

If this is actually the case, federal agri- 


culture officials should make it clear to 
farmers at once—before fall plantings a r e 
completed.

Denney's b a c k i n g of higher support 


prices for farm commodities is a welcome 
break with the dominant position of Nebras- 
ka Republican congressmen and senators in 
recent years. With the exception of R e p . 
Phil Weaver, who was defeated in the GOP 
primary in 1982, Nebraska Republicans in 
Congress generally have voted for lower sup- 
port prices rather than higher.

Washington—Indecision ov er the nex t mov e 
of the gov ernment in the widening economic 
crisis is risky , bu t as alway s the politicians 
hesitate to do any thing drastic ju st before an 
election. There is talk, for ex ample, on Capi­ 
tol Hill abou t taking a recess in October and 
postponing any important ac­ 
tion u ntil the session is re­ 
su med after election day in 
Nov ember. 
This is tantamou nt to av oid­ 
ing any decision whatsoev er 
on the kind of legislation to en­ 
act u ntil after the election is 
held two months from now. 
Su ch a cou rse is frau ght with 
political danger instead of ad- 
Lawrence 
v antage to the party in power. For at present 
the discontent is widespread, and the election 
is bou nd to redu ce the Democratic majority in 
both hou ses. Wou ld su ch a v erdict be regarded 
as a mandate to do later the v ery things that 
people want done now? 
Can President Johnson assu me that, if in 
the meantime he loses pu blic confidence be­ 
cau se of his dilatory strategy , the remedial 
legislation he may ask Congress to pass will 
prov e beneficial or that the economic condition 
of the cou ntry will get better before the presi­ 
dential election two y ears hence? 
Obv iou sly , it is no easy decision for the 
President and the leaders of his party to 
reach. For they are really u p against the 
necessity of making definite plans right away 
to deal with the economic crisis that is slow­ 
ly ev olv ing throu ghou t the cou ntry .

Concern ov er inflation is mou nting. Re­ 
ports of rising farm prices cou ld mean higher 
food prices and an u pward spu rt in the cost 
of liv ing. Higher interest rates are cau sing a 
bu ilding slu mp. All this makes the need for 
new legislation plainly apparent.

Treasu ry spokesmen are indicating clearly 
that a bill to increase tax rates may be fa­ 
v ored by the administration and that recent 
raises in interest rates are not su fficient as a 
restraint u pon ex panding credit.

was in the 1920’s. The people believ e that the 
gov ernment can apply some safegu ards, bu t 
they are beginning to wonder whether a safe 
economy is going to be assu red if officials 
keep on apply ing doctrines of political ex pe­ 
diency . A display of cou rage is essential no 
matter how politically u npopu lar some of the 
proposals may be. *

The Democrats cou ld diminish the basis 
for popu lar discontent and aid their own cau se 
for the fu tu re if the administration wou ld cu t 
down wastefu l spending and cu rtail appropri­ 
ations at this time. This cou ld help prev ent 
ru naway inflation. 
Not only are some tax increases desirable, 
bu t postponement of sev eral of the welfare pro­ 
grams that are distorting the economy at pres­ 
ent is a logical step. The impression prev ails 
that the administration doesn’t care how big 
the Treasu ry deficits are so long as an ou t­ 
flow of money continu es to win v oting su pport 
in v ariou s states and metropolitan areas.

How Much for Extra Wheat? 


In boosting 1967 wheat acreage allot- 


ments by 3{Kf, the Johnson administration 
has left the impression that it is doing farm- 
ers a big favor. Maybe it is—if the farmer 
can get a fair price for the additional pro- 
duction.

It now develops, however, that t h e 


farmer m i g h t not get the full govern- 
ment price guarantee on the extra pro- 
duction.

Robert Denney, Republican candidate for 


Congress in Nebraska's First District, h a s 
raised this possibility. He charged: 


"The administration has failed to tell the 


farmer that if a surplus should result there 
are no wheat certificates available on t h e 
extra acreage and the farmer would be re- 
quired to depend upon the $1.25 support price 
which is less than one-half of parity. T h i s 
definitely could happen." 


The wheat certificates that Denney men- 


tions are available at present to farmers who 
comply with their acreage allotments and 
can be cashed in for around $1.30 a bushel. 
Added to the basic support price of $1.25 this 
brings his return to something over $2.50 a 
bushel. 


If. under certain circumstances, the 


certificates would not be available for 
the wheat raised on the additional acres, 
as Denney suggests, the return on this 
extra production would be only about 
half the total price he now is getting.

If this is actually the case, federal agri- 


culture officials should make it clear to 
farmers at once—before fall plantings a r e 
completed. And if the arrangement 
is as 


Denney describes it, it certainly will be a 
'•disgrace to the intelligence of the farmer," 
as he says. 


Denney's b a c k i n g of higher support 


prices for farm commodities is a welcome 
break with the dominant position of Nebras- 
ka Republican congressmen and senators in 
recent years. With the exception of R e p . 
Phil Weaver. \vho was defeated in the GOP 
primary in 1962, Nebraska Republicans in 
Congress generally have voted for lower sup- 
port prices rather than higher.

“The administratio n has failed to tell the 
farmer that if a su rp lu s sho u ld resu lt there 
are no wheat certificates av ailable o n t h e 
ex tra acreage and the farmer wo u ld be re­ 
q u ired to dep end u p o n the $1.25 su p p o rt p rice 
which is less than o ne-half o f p arity . T hi s 
definitely co u ld hap p en.” 
The wheat certificates that Denney men­ 
tio ns are av ailable at p resent to farmers who 
co mply with their acreage allo tments and 
can be cashed in fo r aro u nd $1.30 a bu shel. 
Added to the basic suppo rt p rice o f $1 25 this 
bring s his return to so mething 
o v er $2.5 0 a 
bushel. 


If this is actu ally the case, federal agri­ 
cu ltu re o fficials sho u ld 
make it clear to

Co ncern o v er inflatio n is mo unting . Re­ 
po rts o f rising farm prices co uld mean hig her 
fo o d prices and an upward spurt in the co st 
o f liv ing . Hig her interest rates are causing a 
building slump. All this makes the need fo r 
new leg islatio n plainly apparent. 


Treasu ry sp o kesmen are indicating clearly 
that a bill to increase tax rates may be fa­ 
v o red by the administratio n and that recent 
raises in interest rates are no t su fficient as a 
restraint u p o n ex p anding credit.

So it was—but a better 


line of play was available. 
If West has the spade king, 
the contract will a l w a y s 
make, go declarer should as- 
sume from the start that East 
holds it. On that basis, South 
needs two diamond tricks. 


It is true that there is no 


convenient way to cross to 
dummy for the diamond fi- 
nesse, but there is no law 
that says South is compelled 
to take that finesse. Having 
won the opening club lead, 
declarer should lead t h e 
diamond jack to the n e x t 
trick. No matter who has the 
king, South can now afford 
the spade iinesse.

Iowa, motel Wednesday evening when the adjectives be- 
gan to flow during a TV program featuring Steigleder. 


"I think if Bobby Layne or Sammy Baugh were play- 


ing today," Steigleder was saying, "they would be like 
Tim Van Galder." 


Only a Sample 


This was only a brief portion of the accolades dripping 


from Steigleder's lips. 


The opportunity to confront this sniper salesman of 


Cyclone signalmen was eagerly awaited. It wasn't long 
In coming and it wasn't disappointing. The word is that 
head man Clay Stapleton has completely relinquished all 
reins attached to Van Galder to Steigleder. 


A better team could not have been found than this 


coach and this player. Both are outgoing and both are 
confident. 
"There is not much," Clay said at one point "that I 


can say about Van Galder that he hasn't said about him- 
self." 
At another time when writers and broadcasters were 


swarming around Van Galder. a scribe needled Clay: 
"They're interviewing him more than you, coach." 


And Clay countered: "If this keeps up one of us will be 


missing." 
Steigleder Promotes It 


Steigleder is not one to throw the damper on a good 


deal. He promotes Van Galder as a good football player. 
But he also knows that the confidence helps make the 
ISU quarterback a good one and his colorful antics make 
him easier to sell. 


Is some of this a facade or is Van Galder really that 


cocky? 


"He's not like that on the practice field," Steigleder 


said. "He never talks in practice. He did when I first 
came here (in spring of 1965). But I had a few talks with 
him. He's never talked in practice since. 


"You know how some kids are. Hs talks. Some kids 


are quiet. He's not quiet." 


Asked what the best qualities Van Galder has, Steig- 


leder said: 
"I was going to give you a smart answer: I was gonna 


say, 'His coach.' No, he's just s good athlete. He's smart 
and has an extraordinary arm ..." 
The Record Speaks 
Turning to Van Galder's 100-completion, 1,418-y a r d 


hurling orgy in 1965, Steigleder sighed: 


"If he'd got hurt last year, I don't know what we'd 


have done. Of course, I'd-a headed for Texas. I don't 
know what coach Stapleton would have done." 


Van Galder, who has been drafted high already by St. 


Louis of the National Football League and Houston of 
the American, is skinny. That's about the only fault found 
with him to date. 
"I think it was after the Oklahoma game," Steigleder 


said. "He was running around out there and Carl Mc- 
Adams was knocking him down. 


I think he got down to about 160 pounds. 


"I lost a little weight myself that day."
